This news was brought here to- 
day by “Bill” Winston, the —* 
who taught Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh to fly. Weather alone, Win- 
ston daid, was holding the Bremen 
at the island today. 

Accompanied by a news photog- 
rapher,, Colonel Lindbergh’s tutor 
passed two days at Greenely Island. 
He was there when the. relief plane 
sent from Detroit-by The New York 
World ‘and North ‘American’ News* 
paper Alliance arrived yesterday. 
He was there this morning when the 
Bremen stood repaired and ready to 
take the air again. He expected it 
to follow him, and being slower on 
the wing, he took off first, plan- 
ning to be here when the Bremen 
landed. 


Winston Flies in Snowstorm. 


Winston arrived at noon in a 
blinding snowstorm after a hazard- 
ous trip, and his news that the 
weather was clear when he left and 
the Bremen was being made ready 
to take off raised apprehension as 
to its safety. 

However, no word came of the 
take-off and before darkness fell it 
was felt that word of the storm 
sweeping down the St. Lawrence 
Valley must have been relayed to 
Greenely in time to stop the flight. 

The storm, starting at Quebec 
early this morning, swept eastward 
with increasing force. For a brief 
moment about noon it abated and 
the sky brightened, but then it be- 
came worse. Tonight it showed no 
¢| sign of lessening and the snow lay 
six inches deep upon the ice of Lake 
Ste. Agnes, and deeper still in drifts 
beyond. ' 

Winston also brought word that 
the damage to the Bremen had been 
far less than was at first. suppo ed. 
Ernest Koeppen, master mechanic of 
the .Junkers. Corporation, in New 
York, smiled; after he. examined the 
plane. He .promised to .repair it 
within, two hours. And he did. 


Plane Taken Out On Bay. 


When the relief plane arirved, the 
Bremen did not lie on the ice of the 
reservoir where its co-pilot, Major 
James C. Fitzmaurice, left it when 
he came out to bring relief to his 
companions, Captain Hermann Koehl 
and Baron von Huenefeld. 

By a remarkable feat of engineer- 
ing, Dr. Louis Cuisinier, technical 
director of the Canadian Transcon- 
tinental Airways, who remained be- 
hind when Major Fitzmaurice left,

Over the snow-packed Adirondack 
forests he caught occasional glimpses 
of the earth, but mostly he flew 
through swirling, blinding snow flur- 
ries, He tried to fly lower to check 
his ‘course, but the blizzard was too 
heavy for him and he had to climb 
for safety.. His compass was his 
only guide, and ft brought him to the 
St. Lawrence River, only about eight 
miles above Quebec. 

It was another. successful issue of 
a dangerous flight. 

Way Is Cleared for Lindbergh. 


Night had fallen when Colonel 
Lindbergh started to leave Battle- 
field Park. Then it was that the 
crowd, thrilled by the drama of the 
arrival and its purpose, raised echo- 
ing cheers. 

Escorted by Lieut. Colonel A, D. 
Brosseau, aide de camp to the Gov- 
ernor of Quebec; by Commander 
Richard E. Byrd, who is in almost 
constant attendance at the hospital 
where Bennett is lying, and by the 
Chief of Police, Emile Trudel, he 
made his way through the crowd, 
soldiers in their khaki and fur clear- 
ing the trail for him, 

The automobile in which the little 
group rode made its way through 
Quebec’s glamorous, crooked old 
streets as swiftly as the crowds that 
lined them would permit. At the 
hospital another crowd was waiting, 
but its voice by some natural instinct 
was subdued. 

But the man who fought the 
storms coulc not greet the man who 
was fightirg for his life. Colonel 
Lindbergh \.as permitted to put his 
head for a moment into the door of 
Bennett’s room. 


Bennett Smiles at Lindbergh. 


All he saw was a figure lying-on 
the bed. Over the head of the bed 
was a huge tent-like arrangement 
through which ran a large rubber 
tube. Through the tube Bennett was 
being fed with high pressure oxygen. 

Bennett knew that Colonel Lind- 
bergh was there. He turned his head 
and looked through the small win- 
dows in the covering which en- 
veloped his head and chest. Bennett’s 
attendant saw him smile. 

From Bennett’s room Colonel Lind- 
bergh, accompanied by a nurse, went 
to Mrs. Bennett’s room. He walked 
up to the bedside, shook hands with 
her and wished her a speedy re- 
covery and expressed the hope that 
her husband would soon be on the 
road to health. 

Witih the serum Colonel Lindbergh’ 
brought a note and a verbal message 
from’ J. D. Rockefeller, Jr. to Dr. 
Barach telling him to spare no ef- 
fort or expense in the treatment of 
Bennett or Mrs. Bennett. 

Although Colonel Lindbergh said 
he thought he would return with 
the plané to New York tomorrow, 
there is a likelihood that: he will fly 
to. Lake Ste. .Agnes, Quebec. He 


would go.there, he said, if he found 
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much interested in the fight Bennett 
was making against his illness. He 
said that Mr. Rockefeller had issued 
instructions that nothing be left un- 
done and that if anything else were 
needed in New York it would be sent 
to Quebee as soon as it was wanted. 


Twelve more tubes of seram are 
coming from New York by special 
messenger. They are expected here 
this afternoon. The messenger 
bringing this shipment. of serum 
from the Rockefeller Institute left 
before it was. decided that Colonel 
Lindbergh should make the trip. 

Bennett, who was one of the orig- 
inal pilots’ of the Ford plane which 
The New ‘York World and North 
American Newspaper. Alliance sent 
from Detroit *> the relief of the 
stranded transatlantic plane Bremen 
at Greenely Island, was ill before 
he left Detroit. While at Lake Ste. 
Agnes, Quebec, Berinett developed 
pneumonia on Sunday and he was 
brought to the hospital here in an 
airplane on that day. 


Byrd Arrives at Bedside. 


Commander Richard E. Byrd ar- 
rived. yesterday from Boston to see 
Bennett, .who piloted the  Com- 
mander to the North Pole and back 
in 1926 and who is second in com- 
mand of the proposed Byrd expedi- 
tion to the South Pole this year. 

Commander Byrd’s first question 
as he stepped from the train was, 
“How is Bennett?” 

While waiting for the automobile 
which was to take him to the hos- 
pital he listened eagerly to the re- 
ports on his aide’s condition relayed 
to him by newspaper'men. After be- 
ing told that Bennett was very ill, 
the Commander inquired as to the 
condition of Mrs. Bennett. He was 
assured that she was not danger- 
ously ill. 

On his arrival at the hospital 
Commander Byrd was met by Dr. 
Barach and Dr. Delaney. 


Bennett had been cautioned not to 
talk, but despite these instructions, 
as soon as he saw Commander Byrd 
he asked: 


“Has the Navy Department ex- 
tended my leave?” 


Commander Byrd assured the sick 
man that this detail had been 
straightened out, and Bennett smiled 
as he grasped Commander Byrd’s 
hand. 


Get Well Quick, Byrd Cheers, 


The interview of Bennett and 
Commander Byrd was very brief. 
The latter, on leaving, said to Ben- 
nett: 

“Hurry up and get well.” 

Bennett assured him ‘he would be 
“out of the hospital in no time.” 


Although the doctors are hopeful, 
they. are still in serious doubt as to 
Bennett’s recovery.. They are also 
afraid of the shock to Mrs. Bennett 
in case her husband’s illness results 
fatally. 


Five more tanks of oxygen ar- 
rived here from New York yester- 
day. On the same train was A. An- 
thony, technician to Dr. Barach, who 
will remain. with Bennett, adminis- 
tering the high-pressure . oxygen. 
Dr. Barach said he would remain 
here for several days. The bulletin 
issued at the hospital yesterday 
morning follows:

save the life of my boy, even if he 
had to fly across the Atlantic again 
to do so.” 

The aged woman was found alone 
in her little home on the outskirts 
at this village tonight by an As- 
sociated Press reporter, vainly list- 
ening on a smal] radio set for news 
of her son. She was told that Colonel 
Lindbergh had reached the bedside 
of the North Pole flier with the 
serum. 

“T said when I heard Floyd was 
going to the Nort’ Pole that he was 
in the hands of God,” said Mrs. Ben- 
nett, “and if God wished it, He 
would spare him.

_», My windshield was covered with frozen oil, so, with the 
storm, the visibility was bad for landing. It seemed unwise to 
land on the mainland when there was such a good chance of 
having a break-up, so the captain sent me a note to return to the 
island and land the plane.

It is probable that the first state- 
ment by Governor Smith on prohibi- 
tion will be deferred until he makes 
his, speech ‘of acceptance, in the 
event that He is nominated. Prohibi- 
tion is a question on which the Gov- 
ernor’s own party is as badly divided 
as are the Republicans, and. the 
Smith ‘camp, believes that, if the Gov- 
ernor says nothing on that subject 
before the national conventions, he 
will have a better chance to get the 
nomination. 

The prediction was made yesterday 
in the Smith 5 that at least 600 
votes, fifty more than a majority in 
the Democratic National Convention, 
will be cast for the Governor’s nom- 
ination on the first ballot, with suf- 
ficient reserve strength to bring his 
vote on the third or fourth to 754 
votes, twénty more than the two- 
thirds nec to a choice. 

The aggregate of delegates already 
elected and instructed for or com- 
mitted: to his’ nomination ‘esterday 
was 390, with 102 additional from 
Massachusetts. and Pennsylvania, 
where primaries were held yesterday, 
counted upon to bring the total to 
492. The Smith backers have been 
assured that the thirty-six delegates 
from Massachusetts will be for the 
Governor, while they expect him to 
obtain all but ten of the seventy-six 
delegates elected in Pennsylvania. A 
reserve strength of 262 additional is 
claimed.

~ WILL GET NEW TEST 


Inventor Starts for Florida To- 
day With His Foot-Propelied, 
Wing-Flapping Machine. 


BASED ON FLIGHT OF BIRDS 


George R, White Worked Secretly in 
“Stony Brook (L. 1.) Home to 
Perfect His Ornithopter. . 


George R. White of Stony Brook, 
L.. I., former army aviator,/ who has 
been ‘studying the flight of birds and 
attempting to imitate it in a wing- 
flapping, foot-propelled ornithopter, 
will depart this morning by motor 
for St. Augustine, Fla., where he will 
attempt a bird-like flight in his 
newest machine. For the past six 
months Mr. White has worked secret- 
ly on the machine in the basement of 
his home and hopes todift it from the 
beach of St. Augustine by his foot 


power, 


Last Fall on the beach of Cocoa, 
Fla., Mr. White, according to several 
witnesses, flew six feet above the 
ground for nearly a.mile in his plane, 
which resembles the skeleton of a 
giant bird. “His new machine is 
larger, having a wing spread of 
29% feet. The skeleton is of strong 
chrome. molybdenum and can be seen 
through the covering of tough non- 
inflammable celluloid. 

Mr. White said he had built his 
machine on a new theory involving 
the upward stroke of a bird’s wing, 
which he believes produces strong 
forward momentum. He discovered 
this. accidentally when an upward 
beat of the wings threw him and the 
plane suddenly forward. 

The whole plane weighs 118 pounds. 
There are nine primary ‘‘feathers’’ 
with protectoid covering at the tip. 
These close on the downward beat 
and open on the upward stroke. At 
the back of each wing are eight 
secondary ‘“‘feathers.’’ The thicker 
part of each wing, next to the chas- 


sis. resembles closely that part of 
the bird wing from the body to the 


first joint. 

Three wheels, two on either side 
and one in front to prevent nosing 
when the plane is towed, constitute 
the running gear. The wings are 
flapped by heavy rubber shock gr 
sorber cord which is attached as 
*“‘muscle’”’ to the wings and — 
members of the chassis. As a row- 
boat is turnei by pulling harder on 
one oar, so the ornithopter is turned

‘‘And he is to deliver the birthday lecture on the 
Bard; of Avon Odd’s fish! Here will be an old 
abusing of God’s patience and the King’s English,”’ 

But the learned gentleman was needlessly alarmed. 
The lecture went off in great style, and the students 
voted. James. Joseph: Tunney ‘‘a, Corinthian, a lad of 
mettle, a good boy.’’. They wouldn’t mind if he lec- 
tured to them every day in the week and twice on 


legal holidays. 
A Better: Text; 


If any slight criticism might be made of the lec- 
ture, it is with regard to the selections from the text 
made by Professor Tunney. The champion referred 
frequently to ‘‘The Tempest,” but he let it hang in 
the air instead of connecting it somehow with the 
seventh round at Chicago. He ‘did, indeed, read the 
speech of Ulysses from “Troilus and: Cressida’”’ in 
which the crafty Ulysses advised Achilles to make the 
most of fame while he had it, a bit of advice that 
Tunney himself was inclined to follow. But did Gene 
ever hear what happened to Achilles? He was hit 
below the belt and failed to come up for the next 
round. 

The champion led deftly with his left and scored 
with “‘The Winter’s Tale,’’ but he admitted he had 
practiced on that one at his training quarters. He 
said he took ten shots at it without hitting it once 
whey he first went into the ring with Shakespeare. 
He tried a right cross at “‘Othello’’ at New Haven, 
but “Othello” was shifty and moved out of range. 

But why did he go so far afield for a proper text? 
Why not “‘Uneasy lies the head that wears a crown’’? 
There’s a proper topic for a heavyweight champion 
who “doth bestride the narrow world like a Colossus."’ 

Or he might have quoted Percy Hotspur: ‘‘We must 
have bloody noses and cracked crowns, and pass them

The more one considers the Tunney lecture on 
Shakespeare, the more it becomes evident that the 
champion did. well, but might have done better. He 
could have mentioned the seventh round at Chicago, 
for instance, and burst out with Marc Antony’s

could have said that for the momient’he feit like’ Fal- 


_ Staff, who “had a certain alacrity in “sinking!” 


He said nothing about’ his’ thoughts or bis: feelings 
while resting on thé canvas or reclining against the 
lower rope. Couldn’t he ‘have ‘mentioned :something 
about the. sweet singing of the birds? ..‘‘Hark, hark! 
the lark at heaven’s gate.sings.’’ Or: he .might have 
quoted Juliet; 

“Tt was the nightingale and. not. the lark . 
That pierced the fearful hollow of, thine ear; 
Nightly she sings on yon. pomegranate tree, 
Believe me, love, it was the nightingale.” 

And as for his emotions when he.climbed up off the 
floor to face J. Dempsey again, what more appropriate 
quotation could he have found than: 


“A horse! A horse!) My kingdom for a horse!”’ 


Another Opportunity Lost. 


Professor Tunney missed another point in not draw- 
ing a parallel between Sir Jon Falstaff's famous fight 
with seven or elevén men in biuickram and’ his own 
battle with the late Harry Greb, the first battle ofthe 
series. Thus Falstaff: 

“Tam a rogue, if I were not at half-sword witha 
dozen of them two hours.together... I have. ’scaped. by 
miracle. I am eight times thrust through the doublet; 
four through the hose; my buckler cut through and 
through; my sword hacked like a handsaw; ecce sig- 
num. (Drawing it.) I never dealt better since I was 
a man; all would not do.’’ 

That’s exactly the way Tunney could have described 
his first engagement with the Pittsburgh Windmill. 
The Greenwich Village lad had so many gloves thrown 
at him that he thought he was being surrounded and 
ganged. When the battle was over: Tunney’s features 
looked as if a carpenter had been working on. them 
with a brace and bit, Eleven men in. buckram! . Tut, 
tut! At the height of his career Harry Greb was a 
platoon armed with hatchets. Falstaff wouldn’t have 
lasted a round with him. 


Parting Is Such Sweet Sorrow. 


Having touched on these tragic moments, Professor 
Tunney could have gone on to tell how he, like Caesar, 
was ambitious and how ‘he fought his way from ob- 
scurity to fame. He could have told how he rose from 
the ranks of the humble and finally stood forth as a 
champion, ‘the mold of. (pugilistic) fashion and the 
glass of (boxing) form.’’ 

But champions do not last forever. It is to be hoped 
that Professor Tunney has some bright Shakespearean 
gem tucked away for the moment when his glittering 
crown is knocked over his ears by some unlettered 
wight who thinks that Avon is a training camp in 
New Ivtsey. 

Caesar’s “EXt tu, Brute!’’ was too short and informal 
for a satisfactory valedictory. Cardinal Wolsey made 
a better job of it. Being a lad of much study and 
forethought, perhaps Gene already has his lines mem- 
orized and at the proper moment will declaim: 

‘Farewell! A long farewell to all my greatness!”

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., April 24— 
For the first time since the start of 
the sport at the Massachusetts Insti-

Association 
and tackling crews which had many 
times the amount of money and 
equipment at the command of the 
Engineers. 


Second-Hand Shells Used. 


In 1923, when Bill Haines took 
charge of the crews, Tech rowed for 
the first time in anything but a sec- 
ond-hand shell. The crews today are 
still rowing in second-hand boats, 
with the exception of the varsity. 

Haines is an Englishman and was 
the last Harvard coach to defeat 
Yale until the past season when Ed 
Brown sent a successful Harvard 
boat to New London. Haines is a 
veteran of the sport on both sides of 
the Atlantic, and still teaches his 
crews more or less of an English 
stroke, with the accent on work be- 
fore the pin rather than at the finish. 

The varsity is rowing at present in 
a Davy shell, but the juniors are 
using a second-hand Oxford boat im-

This English boat is still equipped 
with thole pins, the necessary money 
for changing to American rowlocks 
not being on hand as yet.

Little has appeared inthe press 
lately about the political ‘activities 
of, Senator Curtis of Kansas. But, 
as is explained .in.the Washington 
correspondence of The Kansas City 
Star, silence is the Senator’s choice. 
ALLEN 
WHITE, who has become a stand- 
pat Republican, announces that 
Kansas must and will stand fast for 
CURTIS. “But except for this cheery 
statement not a breath comes from 
the prairies.

“fourteen times before.” Patiently 
he reviews three futile attempts to 
get into the air. The danger of the 
engine stalling over a floor of grind- 
ing ice he dismisses like a stoic. For 
120 miles clouds shut out his view. 
The thought that an island might 
have been missed was disquieting, 
since he was on the lookout for me- 
teorological stations. Visibility, when 
it came, showed the “old, heavy 
pack ice.” Happily the plane and 
engine were “perfect.” The condi- 
tions for observation, except when 
briefly in cloudland, were excellent, 
and the navigator was always on 
the alert. Nowhere in his narrative 
is there the least exaggeration. 
About a year ago Captain Wil- 
KINS wrote an article on polar ex- 
ploration by airplane for the Ameri- 
can Geographical Society’s “ Prob- 
lems of Polar Research.” In it he 
said that “long-distance flying in 
“the Arctic is not more hazardous 
“than in other regions,” This state- 
ment reflects the philosophic tem- 
perament of the man, but the ma- 
chine*must be as complete as de- 
signers can make it, and the navi- 
gator must understand the risks he 
takes and be ready for them. Lieu- 
tenant EIELSON as a pilot was equal- 
ly efficient with his chief. It was a 
rare combination. How complete 
were the preparations for the flight 
to Spitzbergen may be read in the 
Wilkins dispatch, which no polar 
explorer can afford-to overlook.

THE EARTHQUAKE IN CORINTH. 


It is by a singular fate that New 
Corinth; which owes its existence on 
its present site to an earthquake, 
should now be all but destroyed by 
tremors which in earlier days pur- 
sued it and which would in still ear- 
lier days have been attributed to 
Zeus, the earth-shaker. Old Corinth 
stood a few miles away and was 
once commercially the most pros- 
perous of world cities, “the mistress 
of two seas,” whose waters were 
separated, till the Corinthian Canal 
was, cut through, by a narrow isth- 
mus across which traffic between 
the east and: west was borne by 
trains of wagons and pack animals. 
This was a veritable portage path 
over which small boats were car- 
ried or rolled, as in our continent 
the canoes of the early explorers 
and travelers were transported 
across watersheds. Many an Amer- 
ican city owes its origin to such a 
portage. 

Eatlier than history’s memory, 
Corinth: was enhaloed by the love 
of Venus, one of whose cherished 
cities it was. Here Apollo had his 
temple, a few columns of which still 
stand. The springs of Pirene are 
also still there, where Minerva fitted 
Pegasus with the golden bridle 
which enabled Bellerophon to make 
his victorious fight against the 
Chimaera. The Acro-Corinth looks 
down upon a deserted village, once 
“a wanton city,” as HAMMERTON 
has called it, where ST. PAUL had a 
flourishing church and GALLIO a 
beautiful villa, and it still looks out 
with memories of such a panorama 
as no other ancient city had: 

Northward over the Corinthian 

gulf stood the majestic mass of 
Parnassus, wrapped in its mantle 
of snow till late in the Spring. The 
west was enclosed with the white- 
peaked range of Arcadia, the south 
with the bleak mountain wall of 
Argolis. Eastward, over the island- 
strewn Saronic gulf, the rival city 
of Athens lifted her Parthenon 
dimly against a misty blue crescent 
of hills. 

After the earthquake of 1858, 
which left little of the old city, the 
inhabitants crept down closer to the 
shore of the gulf and there built a 
new town, now grown to a city of 
more than 70,000 people, of wide 
streets and low houses and with no 
memories-of.the splendor that once 
dwelt but three or four miles away. 
The Near Hast Relief maintained an 
orphanage just outside the city for 
2,000 refugee children; but they have 
been placed in homes or transferred 
elsewhere.. The American School,

More than half the girls who 
come or are brought by friends, 
schools or social agencies have left 
homes which made them thoroughly 
wretched. Bad training, poverty or 
lack / of ‘sympathy ‘at’ home’ some-~ 
times causes, a girl.to steal pretty 
things to wear so that she can es- 
cape. Any new environment, she 
imagines, will be better than the 
crowded, quarrelsome. atmosphere 
she is leaving. If her theft: is dis- 
covered and. she is brought into 
court for the first time, she feels 
herself utterly friendjess. ‘Terrified 
by contact with the law, she is piti- 
fully grateful ‘when she is released 
to the league. A pleasant little 
room of her own, friendly associa- 
tion with other. girls, wholesome 
amusement and the advice of the 
service bureau are provided. She is 
helped to some sort of work, often 
@ part-time ‘job, for many of the 
girls want to spend some of their 
time in school. 

One cirl from a farm, where heavy 
field work had made life unbearable, 
ran away to a near-by city, and. got 
a job doing housework. . She. man- 
aged to graduate from high school 
with 'the help of her employers and 
then came to New York to study 
art, With her small savings gone, 
lonely and discouraged, she went to 
the league. A job as cook, working 
three hours a day, brings her $30 a 
month and her maintenance. She 
has time enough to go to school and 
has won a scholarship. 

Not all of the girls have so much 
courage and persistence, Their spe- 
cial needs are studied, and if they 
are seriously ill or otherwise out of 
harmony with their environment, 
they are sent to the league’s farm 
in the Berkshires for rest, occupa- 
tion anc healing. An appeal for 
funds to extend the work so that 
more young girls may be given an 
opportunity to develop their ‘ives 
fully and effectively is worth heed- 
ing. 


PROHIBITION AND THE MERIT 
SYSTEM. 


Until recently prohibition agents 
have been full of gloom. Seventy- 
five per cent. of them failed in the 
examinations held as a preliminary 
to putting the service on a merit 
basis.. There was a great outcry. 
Federal prohibition officers could 
see no reason why a “hard-boiled 
revenue raider” had to be an “ in- 
tellectual giant.” To discharge the 
veterans and fill their places with 
green men would disrupt the ser- 
vice. Commissioner DORAN feared 
that news of their rejection might 
make “potential grafters” of his 
men, Cynics found some humor in 
that comment, though apparently it 
was not intended. But now there 
is joy among the old-timers. Sen- 
ator BROOKHART has introduced a 
bill covering them into the service. 
If Congress approves, they will not 
have to submit to the indignity of 
examination. 

If Congress does approve, it will 
be over the dead body of that in- 
veterate foe of the spoilsmen, WIL- 
LIAM DUDLEY FOULKE. ‘The cause is 
close to his heart, and in his address 
last night before the annual. meet- 
ing of the National Civil Service 
Reform League he made the most 
of it. The irony of the situation 
might well appeal to him. From the 
start the personnel of the Prohibi- 
tion Unit has hardly been up’ to 
standard, to put it charitably. The 
League has repeatedly pointed out 
that the agents throughout the coun- 
try were almost without exception 
political appointees of the lowest 
type.. It finally prevailed. on Con- 
gress to pass a bill reorganizing the 
service. The examinations conducted 
by the Federal Civil Service. Com- 
mission were a conclusive demon- 
stration of the general incompetency 
of the prohibition personnel. 

Was the result a renewed deter- 
mination to carry through the re- 
form? Not at all. A number of 
Congressmen, apparently, began to 
wonder whether, if things were 
really so bad, they had better not be 
left alone. Mr. FOULKE argues that 
to “cover in” the old incumbents, 
despite their ascertained unfitness, 
would only perpetuate the scandals 
they. had a part in. creating. He 
finds the questions asked on the 
examination papers on the whole 
“eminently practical and reason- 
able.” One of them, designed to test 
the candidate’s general, intelligence 
as applied to his job, read as follows:

While the sons of the Puritans were 
thus paying honor to the human 
body, the pagans in the ateliers were 
probably listening to an undersized 
poet to whom PHiprAs would have 
refused a second glance. 

If we want to find the Hellenic 
worship of the physical joy of liv- 
ing, in practice and not in conver- 
sation and critique, we must look 
almost anywhere except in the pagan 
ecénacles. ‘There ‘abides: the’ theory. 
The application is to be sought, in 
the baseball parks, on ‘the golf links 
and in the football stadiums. It is a 
safe guess that somewhere near the 
ten-yard line or somewhere behind 
third base is where APPELLES would 
choose to sit rather than at the 
most interpretative of esthetic-danc- 
ing soirées. The studios, to be sure, 
have it all figured out. Golf is Bab- 
bitt’s. game, and: baseball is the 
lower middle-class game. Men 
throng to the links and the diamond 
and the stadium, not because they 
take joy in playing or in watching 
the human body in play, but because 
they seek “escape” from the drear 
monotony of their Puritanized and 
inhibited lives. But ARISTOTLE 
might have looked deeper into the 
situation and SOCRATES might have 
asked several questions. Who is the 
better pagan, who is closer to Pan, 
who is nearer to the true spirit of 
old Greece—the business man who 
forsakes wife and children to chase a 
rubber ball down the fairway or 
the intellectual who endeavors under 
low lights and in a poorly ventilated 
room to wish himself back into the 
skin of the Disk Thrower? Why 
was it left for GENE TUNNEY to 
speak at Yale on SHAKESPEARE 'in- 
stead of being invited to- address an 
esthetic audience on the Message 
of the Human Form?

SEES INDEFINITE EXPANSION. 


Economist Says Higher’ Living 
Standards Stimulate Prosperity. 


Higher standards of living in the 
United States are tending to elimi- 
hate business depression and to :-eep 
industry on the upgrade indefinitely, 
accerding to Virgil Jordan, chief 
economist of the National Confer- 
ence Board. Mr. Jordan: spoke’ yes- 
terday at a luncheon of the Credit 
Association of the Buil Trades 
of New York at the clotel McAlpin.
